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Continuation of 3c. In tlie response to After Final Admendment (6/13/2005, the applicant argues that Levinson reference fails to disclose 
a distal strut coupled to a circumferential member. The examiner, respectfully, disagrees. It is noted that figure 1 of Levinson can be 
interpreted element 27 is a distal strut and element 27 is able to attach to a circumferential member (6). In response to applicant's 
argument that Levinson does not include a proximal and a distal circumferential member. It is noted that figure 1 of Levinson is broadly 
enough to mean that element 6 Is a proximal circumferential member that is bendable in order to maintain radial strength in the deployed 
position to hold filter element 32 in the body vessel for collecting particle. If one considers element 6 is a proximal circumferential 
member, then a curved segment 28 is broad enough to mean that the curved segment 28 is a distal circumferential member.
